Soon we shall all fy. Many -people 
have foretold this, but so far no one has 
hit upon the reason which will force us 
to forsake the land and tuke to the air. 
We shall fly not because the aeroplane 
is faster than the train or car, nor be- 
cause it is safer or cheaper or more 
reliable, but becauso it is. pleasanter. 
We shall -fly because, amazing though: it 
may seem, air trave] will shortly be the 
only kind of over-land travel which offers 
us any pleasuro at all> says the Acro- 
nautical correspondent. of the London 
Morning Post, 2 : 

Already the air, way is the only way 
which leads’ quickly to open spaces and 

‘| far horizons, which takes us rapidly away 
from the dust-and exhaust fumes of the 
jroads and the plague-centres' of people. 
Neither train nor car for short jqurneys 
can give pleasure to travellers. The 
troin, with its “complementary railway 
stations, is. nothing ‘more than a means 
to an end. Intrinsically it. is both dull. 
and dirty. No. city-dwellér can obtain 
‘consolation from bag-lugging, porter-tip- 
ping, seat-haggling, and luggage-juggling. 
Nor can he derive much repose. from 
being rhythmically rattled and hammered 
in a crowded ‘compartment with, for 
scenery, the back of another passenger’s 
newspaper (the wrong page, too) or an 
incomplete map of the line. 

“. ‘The Open Road. | 

The car, yhen it was first invented, 
promised to give more pleastre than the 
train. Lt evaded the subsidiary annoy- 
ances of travel. It went from door to 

jdoor; it permitted ‘a free view of the 
country, and it allowed its occupants to 
breathe air instead of soot, cinders, and 
stale tobacco smoke, The car did, for a 
time, fulfil that early promise. It did 
make short distance travelling pleasant. 


_ But then some philanthropists decided 
that the poor ought not to be denied 
the joys ot the open road, and they set 
about to reduce the prices of cars’ and. 

By the blud- 
geons of standardisation and mass pro- 
duction they subjadgated the motor-car 
tq the mob.

In- 
stead of allowing a few people to get 
away from the crowd and enjoy the 
scenery they had. contrived to move the 
crowd about in a body’ and to prevent 
anyone from enjoying anything. , They 
had encouraged the crowd to engage in 
aun cternal chase after .its own" tau.

He can 
find no pleasure in driving in the whir]- 
wind of dust sucked up by. the: in- 
eilicient clifi-like” back of a. charabang 
while receiving full in the face exnaust 
fumes, paper streamers, and beer bottles 
(empty).

And so, whether we like aeroplanes’ or 
not, me must come to the-aeroplane for 
release from thé ‘crowd.

FURTHER FINDS LIKELY. 


EVIDENCE, OF STRAND VILLAS

DEADLIEST. OF ALL SNAKES. 
GIANT KING COBRA AT ZOO. 


A giant specimen of the Indian king 
cobra,~or hamadryad as itis also called, 
measuring over 10ft,’ in ‘length, is the 
latest arrival at thé London Zoo's reptile 
-house. It is not only the deadliest of all , 
snakes, ‘its bite producing death in man 
jn under six. hours, but it is also the most 
aggressive. When disturbed it "will not © 
attempt to hide or rush off in the op- 
posite direction, as do the majority of 
snakes, but will instantly pursue the in-, 
truder. As it is‘capable. of travelling at 
a speed of ‘at least ten miles an’ hour, 
and whilst doing so will strike right, and 
left, it is not surprising that it is more 
dreaded than any other cold-blooded in- 
habitant of India. 


The king cobra is a cannibal, feeding . 
exclusively on snakes, and ‘in ‘its native 
land common cobras enter largely into its” 
bill of fare, but at the Zoo it has to con- 
tent itself with grass snakes. The poi- 
sonous snake cages of the reptile house 
were not designed. to accommodate very 
large speciments, and as the ‘new arrival 
can climb up-on to the sill of the door of 
its den special precautions are taken when 
introducing food into its cage.
